PROPAGATION

OF THE PLUM

BY BUDDING OR GRAFTING

In General Practice Former 1s More Successful, Work Belng
Done at Close of Active Growing Period —Under
Average Conditlions Spring is Best
Time For Planting,

The Golden Variety.

The plum may be propaguted elther
by budding or by root grafting. In
general practice the former 1is the
more successful, the work belug done
at the close of the active growing
period. The Marianna and the Myro-
balan plums, and the peach, are often
used In.southern and eastern nurser-
les for plum stocks, These are not
recommended for use In lowa, be
cause they Iack hardipess. In top
gralting the plum, it Is Important that
the stock and the cion belong to the
same or o closely related specles, If
this is not the case the unlon ls apt
to be unsatisfactory, and the tree be-
comes poorly developed and is short-
lived, For the American warleties,
stocks of the native upecles should be
used. Miner Is highly recommended
as a stock for the American plums by
some of our lown gErowers,

The Amerleana plum  abounds
throughout the pralrie reglona and
does well on black pralrie soll, as well
A& on heavy clay solls along streams,
So long ns the drainage ls reasonably
good, this type of plum does well on
a wide range of wsolls.

Under average conditions, spring Is
the best time for planting plum trees.
In exceptional seasons with a favors.
ble molsture supply, fall planting may
be done with success, providing the
work ls done early so that the trees
may become reestablished before win-
ter sets In., Often, however, the mols-
ture supply In the fall is an uncertain
quantity, and if the ground 1s at all
dry the tree which has been recently
disturbed s Nkely to suffer severely
during the winter.

The distance apart to plant depends
somewhat on the varlety and aleo
on the type of soll. Generally 18 to
20 feet npart glves nmple room.

The plum naturally produces =
thick, dense growth, eventually result
ing In an excess of frult spurs and a
heavily-shaded top. Under such eon-
ditions the fruit is liable to be poorly
colored, and the dense shade tends to

malntain a damp atmosphere which
encournges the development of plum
frult rot. SufMecient pruning should be
done to correct this tendency. Any
crosas branches should be removed.

Aw frulted at this statlon and else
where In the state Golden Is an at-
tractive, golden yellow plum, rather
large for ita class, belng about the
slze of Burbauk, It is one of the few
varletiea having Japanese Dblood,
which appears to be well enough
adapted to lowa conditions to merit
further testing. Tree vigorous, com:
paratively hardy and rather produc
tive. The fruit s sometimes badly in
Jured by frult rot,

BEST WAY OF
FEEDING GRIT

Hens are Best Judges of Whai
They Need and Should be
Allowed to Help
Themoelvesn.

(By ROBERT 8. GRAY)

A woman of western Pennsylvanie
says that many of her young laying
hens died last winter and she attrib-
utes the trouble to mixing grit with
the feed as she had been told to do.

There is some difference of opinion
as to feeding grit. It Is true that
when hens on a range plck up thelr
lfead they always get with It a con
piderable” amount of - grit, but we
doubt whether It 1s wise to forece grit
upon them when In confinement.

It grit & provided In boxes, the
hens will usually use as much as s
necessary for thelr health, and it ap
pears to us that this Is the natural
way of taking grit,

It might be well to mix grit with
the feed If we knew exactly how
much would be needed for the heaith
of the bhirds; but as they are the besat
judges of this matter we think It
much better to provide grit in boxes
and allw them to help themeelves,

WAY OF STORING WAGON BOX

The typloal, ideal draft horse stands
over 16 hands (5 feet 4 inchea) and
ander 18 hands high, and weighs 1,600
pounds or more in ordinary fleah.

The form should be broad, deep,
masgsive, evenly proportioned, and
symmetrical, the entire make-up sug:
gesting great strength and welght. The
body should be massive, blocky, and
compact, and squarely set .on short,
broad, clean, sturdy logn showing fine
skin, large jolnts and prominent ten
dons.

The head should be large, propor
tlonate In size to the body, well
formed, clean and free from coarse-
ness and irreguiaritien. The forehead
ehould be broad, full and not dished
or too prominent, The profile of the
face should not be too stralght or of
“Roman-mose” form. There should
bo good widih and fullness betweon
the eyea, Indicating power and Intelll

gence. The eyes should be bright,

clear, mild, full, sound and of the
same color. The lds should be
smooth, well arched, and free from

augularities and wrinkles. The ears
should be of medium aize, well placed,
alert, normally active, and free from
coarseness. The nostrils should be
large and flexible; the lps thin, even,
and firm, and all of the parts neat ahd
clean cut. The skin and halr of the
muzgle should be of good gquality.
There should be a wide space between
the lower jawa free from meatiness,
abscesses, or tumors. The neck should
be of u size proportionate to the rest
of the body, well arched, evenly
muscled, with large windplpe and
smoouth lnsertion Into the shoulder. It
&hould not carve downward (swe
neck) or be broken in creat,

The shoulder should be moderately
sloping, smooth and extending well
back.

The arm, which extends from the
point of the shoulder to the elbow,
should be short, heavily muscled and
well thrown back. The forearm, ex:
tending from the elbow to the knee,
should be long, flat, wide, heavily
muscled, and free from coarseness,
The knees wshould be straight, wide,
deep, strongly formed, and smooth.
The cannons, extending from the knees
to the fetlocks, and compoaed chiefly?
of bones nnd téndons, should be short,
strong, clean and wide, with promt
nent and amooth tendons, The fel-
locks ahould be wide, stralght, strong,
and free from puffs, callouses, or in
terfering sores. The pasterns, extend-
ing from the fetlocks to the hoot
heads, should be moderately sloping,
strong and clean.

The tendency in the averuge draft
horse is toward short, upright pasterns
and stubby gait. This is highly objec
tionable as are also very long, weak
pasterns, which bring the back of the
fetlocks (oo olose to he ground. The
lattor caume straln upon the tendons
when drawing heavy londs. The short
ugright pasterns are even more object
tionable since they prevent springy,
elastic nction of the feet and allow
concussion to jar the bony columns of
the legs.

The
riba form the “barrel” and should be
doep, well sprung and carried low st
the flanks and close to the hips, The
back, extending from the rear of the
withers to the Ilast rib, should be
broad, straight and muscular, In gen-
eral appearance it wmhould denuvte
great strength and compaciness. The
loins should he short, wide, desp and
strong. The underline should run
back full and low from the floor of
the chest.

The upper part of the hind guarter
should show great development of
wide, thick, smooth muscle without
angularities and coardeness. The
croup, the part of the hind quarter
from top of the hip to the Insertion of
the tall, should show comparative
levelneas, ample muscle and great
strength.

The most notable deficiency of this
part In draft horses is excesalve droop,
or stespnens and shortness, with weak-
nesa of muscle. Buch conformation
tends to slouchiness in galt and often
Is nasociated with “sickle” hocks, The
draft croup should be smooth, of falr
length, and neither too steep nor per
foctly level

wide and long,
